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Flood Plain Cont 


A Flood Plain Control Study for 
Wilmington may be in the offing. 

The members-of the Wilmington 
Planning Board and of the Wilming- 
ton Conservation Commission, 
and TM Sterling Morris heard a 
discussion, Tuesday night, in the 
Planning Board meeting, by Ni- 
cholas Lally, who is Chief of the 
Flood Plain Management Services 
of the US Army Corps of Engineers, 
New England Division, 

They also had a long discussion 
with two engineers from the firm 
of Howard, Neeldes, Tammen & 
Bergendoff, over the proposed re- 
vision of Route 62, as it may some 
day go from Concord to North 
Reading, 

Also present for the discussions 
were Professor Charles Eliot, of 
Harvard University, professional 
planner for the board, and his as- 
sistant, Stephen Bartlett, 

The guests did not get away until 
10345 pm, after which time the 
Planning Board got around to the 
business of the evening. 


Flood Plain ¥ 

Lally, whose office is in Wal- 
tham with the Corps of Engineers, 
knew his subject, 

He started off with a brief his- 
tory of the Army Engineers Flood 
Control project, and how $7 billions 
had been spent since 1936, until it 
was finally realized that more was 
needed than just control - planning 
too, 

He told of studies in the 1960s, 
and a Task Force Study in 1962 
which made recommendations for 
preventative and corrective ac- 
tions, and in 1966 a Presidential 
Order was signed, putting all Fed- 
eral Building planning under the 
Flood Control Standards being a- 
dopted. 

Since 1960, Lally said, the Army 
Engineers have been providing 
technical services and guidances 
to municipalities, and for the past 
two and a half years he has been 
wholly devoted to this one subject, 

The Army Engineers are happy 
to provide information, andeven in 
some cases to private industry, 
this through the municipalities. 
The information service 1s acom- 
bination of Federal, State and Local 
governments. 

For a formal study of an area in 
Massachusetts application has to 
be made through the Massachu- 
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setts Resources Commission. 
Pessimistically Lally said that 
nothing could be done this year, and 
that Wilmington would have to wait 
until ‘Fiscal 1969’ which begins 
in July 1968, 

‘The person in charge is Mal- 
colm Graf, State Engineer. 

Speaking of Wilmington, and its 
being the headwaters of the Ip- 
swich River, Lally was ofthe opin- 
fon that the brooks which are in 
Wilmington would not be qualified 
for a study, ‘unless you can show 
that you have someone who can 
give a flood plain history’. 

Chairman Danny Gillis told Lally 
that Wilmington needs this kind of 
study, so that the town might have 
a legal basis for sub-division con- 
trol in wet lands. 

Lally cauthioned that zoning, as 
Such, on Flood Plain studies, does 
not always work. There are legal 
complications he said. Zoning is 
only part of the answer, It might 
be wise, he said, it 1s permissive, 
but it can go wrong, if not drawn 
up in such a way as to keep it 
clear of legal entanglements. 

Lally was told that the Conser- 
vation Commission already has a 
preliminary study, based on the 
use of the US Geodetic Survey map 
of the area, 

That, said Lally, was with 10 
foot contours (height lines), What 
{s needed, he said, is with five 
foot or two foot contours, 

Town Engineer Arthur Harding 
then told of the Survey Flight 
of Wilmington made in December, 
and how a stereoptical map of Wil- 
mington can be provided, supplying 
two foot contours. Lally was in- 
terested, 

Eliot observed that ‘Jt would bea 
great thing, if we could get this, 
through Graf, after the first of 
July! Does the town have to put 
up any money?’ 

Lally: ‘Fhe only obligation is 
that once the information is pre- 
pared, {t must be made public. 

Gillis told of the work that has 
already been done. ‘Been working 
on these problems since 1955. Wil- 
mington Industry is giving us$8000 
a year for planning studies, to be 
matched by a similar amount by the 
town, * The Conservation Commis- 
sion has been working on problems 
ke this for three years’ 

Lally took time out to tell the 
Story of a house in Bedford. It had

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cost the owners $35,000, and the 
lady called him one morning to find 
out if the river was going to rise 
any more. 

Questions by Lally disclosed that 
the river, at the moment, was only 
a few feet from the French doors 
into the cellar playroom, and about 
four inches lower, in level. 

The lady told Lally how she and 
her husband had liked the view from 
the house, of the river, when they 
bought it. 

Lally had to tell her that in a 
previous flood the water had been 
8 1/2 feet deep, right at that house. 

The Town Engineer described 
the Drainage Survey, which the 
town voted to apply for, from the 
Federal Government, and how the 
Town Manager is ‘now waiting for 
the authority to begin’. 

It was, he said, for a study of 
the control of water around the 
roads of the town. ‘Years ago 
when the roads were made the wa- 
ter just ran off into Farmer Jones’ 
field. Now that field has a lot of 
houses, and there are problems’. 

Lally reverted to Flood Plain 
Management. ‘We are so con- 
cerned that, if we can get money 
for a project, we will hire outside 
engineers, like Camp Dresser & 
McKie, or Whitman & Howard, to 
do the work.’ 

Flood Plain Management is now 
a national program, he said, with 
a budget this year of $3,500,000. 

Eliot; If it costs nothing, we 
might aswell get our application in, 
What do you do for people whoare, 
you might say, the victims of 
Flood Plain flooding? 

Lally had an answer for that, He 
had a study by a John Sheaffer, 
made a few years ago. Lally had 
with him two copies of the study, 
and said he could get more. He 
called it ‘Flood Proofing’. The 
copies had pictures, diagrams, etc 
on how to keep floods out of build- 
ings. 

‘Get this clear’ Lally said. ‘The 
Federal Government Is interested 
not in the ‘zoning, but in the in- 
formation, This is something in 
which the Federal, state and local 
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governments co-operate. 
something we should have 
years agol’ 

Lally left at 9:10 pm,

The New Road 

The engineers from the firm of 
Howard, Needles, Tammen & Ber- 
gendoff were William E Brooks and 
Carl Anderson. 

They were engaged in a study of 
a sixteen mile segment ofa highway 
that may someday replace Route 
62. Their segment was from Con- 
cord to North Reading. 

The new highway, if it is built, 
will be of four or six lanes, double- 
barrelled, and designed for local 
circulation rather than a high speed 
highway. It will some some par- 
tially controlled access, and stop 
lights, at the grade crossings with 
other roads. 

Eventually, Brooks and Ander- 
son said, the highway will run from 
Route 1A in Danvers to Hull, in 
the South Shore of Boston area, and 
will be a sort of half-way route, 
between Route 128 and Route 495, 
It will probably have another name 
than Route 62. 

The designs are being made for 
traffic in 1990, with an estimated 
25,000 cars a day, 

The study in which they are en- 
gaged, for the sixteen miles be- 
tween Concord and North Reading, 
is the ‘basic phase’ which should 
take about five months. Theirs 
was the job of merely suggesting 
how the road should go, so as to 
avoid major problems, such as 
going through housing develop- 
ments, or other facilities, avoiding 
problems like peat bogs, etc etc. 

At the end of their study there 
will probably be two hearings, one 
for the officials of the towns con- 
cerned, and another a little later 
for the general public. ‘They did 
not know where the hearing would 
be conducted, but in a similar 
study for Route 2 the hearing was 
held in Concord. - 

Professor Eliot, it turned out, 
had been engaged in a study, by the 
Town of Lincoln, of the best way 
for Route 2 to gothrough that town, 
The engineers and Eliot were de- 
lighted to learn that their recom- 
mendations, made independently, 
were just about the same, 

Eliot also said he was working 
on recommendations for the new

Many 
people might not realize what it 
is like being away for a long time 
but the guys, like me, who are 
in the service know, For the first 
time in a year and nine months 
I saw snow and I had to come 
home to see it, and I feel sorry 
for our boys in Viet Nam who 
had to miss it,

to be my guidance counselor, and 
I was surprised at how things 
have changed, Not in the school, 
but in the kids, Their hair and 
the way they dress is something 
else. When I was in High School 
we had to keep our hair trimmed 
or get out, 

‘One thing about being out of 
high school is you wish you were 
back there again. I know what a 
high school diploma will do for 
people when you try to get a job. 
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I don’t want to miss an issue. 
“By for now and keep up the good 
work at home.

(Hey there, GT. Thanks for your 
note and the chief assures me that 
you are still on the mailing list. 
Hear sometimes takes a month to 
get the paper over there, so let us 
know if you don’t receive it!) 


Did you hear that there was a 
delay of one day, in paying the 
town help, last week? The check 
writing machine broke down, or 
something like that, 


So you think it’s cold? Clayton 
Buck, one of the engineers at the 
Brown’s Crossing Pumping Station 
has a few statistics that will make 
you feel positively warm, 

In 1961 there were ten days in 
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succession when the temperature 
wasbelow zero, from Jan 22 to 


Feb 3. Jan 22 had 23 below, and 


the+24th had 14 below, and those 
are official temperatures. 

Clayton estimates that there was 
nine inches of snow, Saturday and 
that the snow, on the level, !s 24 
inches deep, but much deeper in 
drifts.

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Chairman Gillis said he was un- 
happy about the proposed entrance, 
which is laid out to be forty feet 
wide, At the time that the houses 
now on South Street were being dis- 
cussed, he said, he had told the 
engineers that the street shouldbe 
planned-to be fifty feet wide, 

He also asked the members to 
do some thinking about whether or 
not the Planning Board wanted to 
continue a road through to Nichols 
Street, probably using the right of 
way of New Hampshire Avenue. 

‘The Town Engineer reported on 
some study he had done in the Re- 
gistry of Deeds, in Lowell, with re- 
ference to some former fifty foot 
lots off Martins Street, in North 
Wilmington. The lots became con- 
troversial when a lawyer submit- 
ted a paper saying that a fifty foot 
lot existed in a place where the 
town shows a 175 foot lot. 

Harding told the board that it had 
been difficult to get the answers, 
because the lots dated backto 1924 
and had been ‘land-courted’ later 
as part of a much larger tract, 
with a lot of various lots, 

He stated that a lot shown as a 
fifty foot lot, on Martins Street, 
did have a clear record of having 
been such ever since 1924, but he 
could not say what the score was 
on the controversial 175 foot lot. 
He just hadn’t had enough time to 
study he told the Board. 

Gillis said that the Planning 
Board had to have the answer, and 
Harding said he would get it. 

Gillis then brought up the subject 
of Baland Road, up near the North 
School, The street has never been 
accepted by the town, and there is 
still an outstanding Construction 
bond of $1000, Gillis said he had 

romised the Selectmen ananswer 
0 the problem of whether or not 
the town should foreclose on the 
bond. v 

The controversy is about a tree 
and a stone wall, along Ballard- 
vale Street, which partly block off 
entrance to Baland Road. There 
have been neighbors objections that 
the tree should not be cut down, 

Harding said that the tree was 
on town owned land, ‘If the Tree 
Warden wants to, he could cut it 
down tomorrow!’ 

Harding told the board that his 
Tecommendation to former Town 
Manager Richard Henneberger was 
to construct a 32 foot wide street, 
with no sidewalks, 

This wouldtake more money than 
would be provided by the $1000 bond 
and the town would have to ap- 
propriate the remainder, Harding 
said, even for just a 32 foot street, 

The board voted to follow the 
recommendations of the Town En- 
gineer. 

Street Acceptance 

Harding had a list of four streets 
whch he was recommending to be 
accepted by the Town, inthe annual 
town meeting, all-under the Bet- 
terment Act. 

The streets were Jere Road, 
Allan Place, Ellwood Road (off 
Forest Street) and Beeching Ave. 
between Marjorie Road and Lloyd 
Road. 

He told the board that Allan 
Place was also known as Oak Court 
and that peovle had taken down a 
sign there, saying Allan Place, 
But, he said, it’s the official name, 
and that is the name under which 
the street will have tobe accepted. 

Harding further recommended 
that none of the streets constructed 
during the past year in real estate 
developments be accepted in the 
annual town meeting. 

Every one still has outstanding 
bonds, he said, and should walt 
until the bonds have been released, 
He recommended that those streets 
could be accepted ina later special 
Town Meeting, sometime in 1968, 
The Planning Board agreed that 
this was the thing to do. 
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Planning Board hopes to submit, 
She will pring them to the nexi 
meeting of the board, 

The meeting was over at the 
hour of midnight,

Selectmen’s 


Meeting 


Town Manager Sterling Morris 
presented his budget in three sec 
tions on Monday night to the Board 
of Selectmen; The Budget itself 
Capital Improvement and Wage 
and Salary Study. The Selectmen 
seemed ver much impressed, 

Morris stated there were four 
or five pages still missing in- 
cluging the estimated receipts 
to the Town and the Cherry Sheet 
from the state, He predicted a 
free cash position of $140,000, 
He also stated that he had compro- 
mised with one group of the Town 
employees, 

Morris stated that there were 
a few innovations in the programs 
this year, which meant an increase 
Vocational School, and structure 
for the Library Facility. He had 
not yet arrived at the projected 
figure for a total appraised value 
for real estate but that it would 
be about $1000,000,000. The 
impact of new construction would 
not be felt, he said, until 1969, 

As he presented the school 
budget for the first time to the 
Selectmen, there was an almost 
unanimous shaking of heads, 

In the Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram, he had established a fund 
for the substation for the Fire 
Department which will be 
necessary in the near future, asthe 
Insurance Underwriters had ad~ 
vised. Also, he was establishing 
a fund, he said, purchase and 
maintenance of 1000 gal pumper, 
also called for. The other item 
was $10,000 for drainage problems 
which plage us during the 
summer. Under the Budget Im- 
provement Program he hadallowed 

a new traffic signals at the 
arners of Lowell and Woburn 
stfeets. 

‘The yeallow pages of the budget 
have an inventory of the equip- 
ment and large office machines for 
each department, with their age, 
condition, and needs projected on 
replacement. Miceliaskedifthere 
was an immediate need, and the 
TM responded that there was - 
the grader of the Highway Depart 
ment which had depreciated to 
$2900 in value, The new one costs 
$29,000. He also stated he ahd 
appropriated $26000 for mainten- 
ance of the public buildings. 


New Business 

‘The mesdames McClanahan, Con 
lon, Boeri, Surette, and Lanni 
appeared with a request for plowing 
the Lake for skating. After much 
discussion as to whether this was 
a recreation facility and in the 
custody of the Town for the winter. 
it was decided that the TM will 
see that it is plowed and tested 
for skating. The TM was reticent 
and Miceli said the Board would 
assume the responsibility, Morris 
was still dissatisfied with putting 
a plow on four inches of ice. How 
ever, he was instructed to plow 


it on Tuesday, and the Police Chief. 


will test it for safety. 


Other Business 

Miceli read a memo from Arnold 
Blake, the Chairman of the Board 
of Water Commissioners in answer 
to the Board inquiry with regardto 
the danger of the Lynnfield Reser- 
voir to the Wilmihgton water 
supply. Mr Blake stated that the 
reservoir was being constructed 
downstream and no deleterious 
affect would be made on our water 
supply. 

NE Tel& Tel asked fora hearing 
which is to be scheduled for Jan 22 
on Concord Street. 

The B&M did not appear, due 
to the weather for their hearing on 
Woburn St Crossing, at DiScenso’s 
Industrial Park. 

There was a message from the 
PBC stating that the School Com 
mittee and Finance Committee may 
ask for a special town meeting in 
February on the Instruction of 
the SBA for the new school.

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given a month to do it. 

Erno Szekely says he was told 
by the president of the food com~- 
pany that he will be back in court 
next month, unless he pays up. 
Erno has appealed the judgement, 
but meanwhile he has a harrowing 
tale to tell. 

Erno is now the owner of a 
mortgaged deep freeze that might 
be possibly worth $200, It looks 
cheaply made You can probably 
buy one in any reputable depart 
ment store for about $230, But 
the price that Erno has to pay is 
$1054.84. That money is owed 
to the Arlington Trust Company, 
in Lawrence, and it includes a 
finance charge of $226.94, and 
taxes of $24 00 

Erno is also the owner of a six 
month supply of frozen foods, not 
all of which were ever put in the 
deep freeze, because there was 
not enough room, For this he 
has to pay four payments of $45.56. 

Company will Settle 

But the company who sold all 
this will settle with Erno, An 
attorney’s secretary, in Woburn 
wrote notes of a telephone conver- 
sation, presumably with the presi- 
dent of the company, in which the 
president offered to take back the 
freezer if Erno paid him the sum 
of $300. Erno refused, He doesn’t 
want to pay a cent. He never 
wanted the freezer, he says. 

Erno’s Story~ 

Erno Szekely is 36 years old. 
He and his wife are Hungarian re- 
fugees. They escaped from Buda 
pest in 1957 during the Hungarian 
Revolt. He works as a mainten 
ance man for a Somerville Taxi 
Company. 

Neither he nor his wife have a 
fluent command of English, and 
their understanding of written Eng- 
Msh is less than that. 

But they signed papers, and the 
judge of the small claims court 
holds that they have to pay for 
a freezer they didn’t want. 

The papers were supposed to be 
‘just a formality 

When Erno Szekely received that 
post card in the mail last Septem 
ber he though it was funny. He 
called the number given for a food 
firm, in suburban Boston. 

A Mr W came out to see Erno 
and congratulated him for winning 
a trip to Florida, 

Mr W explained that the food 
comapny was a ‘Blue Ribbon Com- 
pany’, with offices in 200 cities 
in the United States, but that it 
was just moving into the Boston 
area. That was why it was giving 
the trips to Florida - to get itself 
known. 

He also explained that the 
company sold frozen food - at a 
bargain price. Erno never saw the 
price list, but some figures were 
read to him - and Erno wasn’t 
hard to convince. He signed a 
contract for a six months supply 
of food that very night - as did 
his wife, 

Then there was ‘the formality’ 
- a paper to sign for a credit 
check, so that Erno could get the 
deep freeze. 

It seems that he didn’t under- 
stand, but Mr W assured him, he 
Says, that it was all right - just 
a formality.

So one day; Erno says, he called 
back immediately, and instead of 
saying that it was Mr Szekely who 
was calling, he gave his name as 
Smith, Mr T answered the phone 
immediately. 

The bad news started to arrive 
messages from the Arlington Trust 
Company, with two pass books 
showing the money that had to be 
paid. 

You’re Stuck 

Erno says that when he talked 
with Mr T, after finally getting 
him on the line, he told Mr T 
that he didn’t want the deep freeze 
nor the frozen food. He didn’t 
want anything. 

Mr T, Erno quotes as saying: 
*you can’t do anything about it. 
You're stuck!’ 

Erno tried to check with the 
Arlington Trust Company. It 
took him a couple of days to learn 
or to realize, that they were not 
in Arlington, but in Lawrence, 
When he told the story over the 
phone to an employee of the com- 
pany he was told thata check would 
be made. 

It was too late, Erno wr told.

Instead he went to the Woburn 
Court, to talk with the Clerk of 
the Courts, He wanted to file a 
complaint against the food 
company. A lady there, when she 
learned that he had not yet paid 
any money, told him that there had 
to be money involved, and perhaps 
he had better get a lawyer, 

Erno did that. He retained a 
well-known attorney. The attorney 
Erno says, observed that inasmuch 
as he hadn’t paid anything, he wasnt 
damaged - yet. 

The attorney got in touch with 
Mr T. Mr T wanted to make a 
settlement, and the attorney 
advised Erno to do that, because 
he had signed the contracts, He 
said that Erno should have can- 
celled in the first 24 hours, 

When Erno remembered how he 
had tried to call Mr W, and Mr T, 
in those first 24 hours, and couldn’t 
reach them - well he was mad 
enough not to want to settle. 

He told the attorney that it was 
‘unfair business practices’. The 
attorney, all practicality, agreed, 
and then told Erno ‘but it is legal’.

With the year 1967 safely tucked 
into the record books, I look 
forward with great enthusiasm to 
1968.
